Tomorrow mcrning the twelve jurors in 
the Flanagan case will be called upon to 
say whether or not, five months ago when 
the murderer shot and killed two helpless 
wemen, he was in that strange psycho- 
physical condition, described by authori- 
tles on mental and nervous diseases, in that 
yogue, elusive and unsatisfactory term— 
parar ola. 

The issue of murder has been lost in the 
struggle with this deep, hard, vexing ques- 
tion of delusional insanity. Flanagan has 
told the jury that he murdered the two 
women. r 
Now the jury must say that he was suf- 
fering from that form of delusional -mono- 


jmania, and is {rresponsible, or it must give 
its verdict that he was sane and capable 
of appreciating the distinction between a 


right and a wrong. 

A mistrial is expected. 

For hours yesterday, medical experts who 
have devoted years of study to mental dis- 
eases and nervous derangements, gave the 
twelve silent judges a minute analysis of 
what they indivijually believed to be his 
condition at the t!me of the murder. The 
experts were divided in their opinions. Some 
of them were firmly convinced that Flana- 
gan, is a paranoiac, and is therefore guilt- 
less of responsibility for the crime which 
he committed. 

Others say that he is sane and that he is 
responsible for the murder. Still others say 
that he exhibits symptoms of insanity, but 
that he is sane enough to distinguish the

Kivett Brothers Slain in a Waco Brok- 
erage Office. 

Waco, Tex., July 22—In the stock bro- 
kerage office of C. E. Trace & Co. today, 
B. F. Kive:t and W. W. Kivett were shot 
and killed by W. Lamden, a member of 
the firm. 

Bad feeling had existed between the 
Kivett brothers and Lamden for some 
time, growing out of charges made by the 
relatives of Lamden and a sister of the 
Kivetts. The shooting between the broth- 
ers Lamden occurred during the 
busiest part of the day, when the office 
was crowded, 
ciltement. 

Two more of the Kivett brothers armed 
themselves and proceeded to the scene of 
the shooting, threatening to kill Lamden, 
but they were not allowed to etter. 

The killing is universally looked upon as 
justifiable. 

About a month ago the Kivetts attempted 
to kiil Lamden, inflicting a knife wound on 
him and they had frequently threatened 
to kill him since then. This morning they 
appeared in the doorway of Trice & Co.'s 
office. Lamden was informed of their com- 
ing. As they appeared in the doorway ‘they 
drew their pistols, but Lamden fired with 
a& shotgun before they could shoot, killing 
B. F. Kivett instantly. ‘ 

W. W. Kivett rushed on Lamden with his 
revoiver. The men wrestled over the Weap- 
on, which Kivett succeeded in firing several 
times without result. Lamden finally suc- 
ceeded in drawing his revolver and shoot- 
ing Kivett three times. Lamden was unin- 
jured.

Ciaimed To Have Large Amount at 
His Command. 


BUT THAT A REMITTANCE WAS DELAYED 


Made Contracts with Real Estate 
Agents of Starke, Fla.—About io 
Be Exposed, He Suicided. 


Starke, Fle., July 28.—(Special.)—But for 
prompt action there would have been a 
double tragedy here this morning. At ll 
o’clock a hurried call came for physicians 
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cloce and persist=nt work. The twenty-one 
sections of the uniformity agreement were 
thoroughly discussed and adopted, section 
by section. The best of feeling prevailed 
thrcughont the meetings, the only exception 
being the bolting of Colonel Rend at yes- 
terday’s session. 

Just previous to adjournment, however, 
Judge Owens annouriced that Colonel Rend 
had authorized him  to_- staite that 
any agreement the conference adopt- 
e@ would receive his (Rend’s) hear- 
ty co-operation and he would sign It if 
95, 50 or even 20 per cen. of the operators 
were sincere in the sanction of it. 

The conference appointed a committee of 
five—W. P. DeArmitt, J. B. Zerbe, J. J. 
Stoyler, J. B. Dyert and N. O. Sanford— 
with General John Little to secure the sig- 
natures of the operators to the agreement. 
This committee will begin its work tomor- 
row. 

It will be aided by the Ohio board of 
arbitration. When the requisite number of 
signatures has been secured, another meet- 
ing will be held to ratify the agreement. 
Speeches were made by DeArmitt, Demp- 
ster, Little, Zerbe and others, all express- 
ing satisfaction over the result of the 
meeting and predicting the success of the 


plan. 

The agreement as adopted provides for 
cash payment of wages; 2,000 pounds to the 
ton, check weighmen on the tippies, miners 
to be credited with the full quantity of 
coal contained in the mine car, abolition of 
company stores; semi-monthly pey days, 
uniform price for pick mining in the thin 
and thick vein districts, and screens not 
exceeding one and one-half inches. It also 
provides that in case of the violation of 
the provisions and terms of the agreement, 
a penalty pf J0 cents per ton on the total 
output of coal mined by the violators will 
be charged, which penalty is to 
be paid to a commission subject 
to .the right of further arbitra- 
tion or appeal. Said penalty, when col- 
lected, is to be distributed among the sign- 
ers of the agreement, pro rata in propor- 
tion to the total amount of tonnage or 
output made by them during the year. 

The commission is to be chosen annually, 
and shall be known by the name of the 
uniformity commission. It shall be 
composed of nine members, thick 
and thin vein operators having proper rep- 
resentation. The members shall be sworn 
to faithfully and impartially perform the 
duties of their office, and will be author- 
ized and empowered to inforce the judg- 
ments and awarés. 

The operators, with a few exceptions, 
want it distinctly understocd that the 
passare of agreement whereby all opera- 
tors are to adopt a similar system, and 
are to pay the same relative price for 
mining, has nothing to do with the great 
strike. They wish the miners to disabuse 
their minds of any such _ theories. 

The operators nave also shut out the 
miners’ leaders from taking any part in 
the conference that may take place 
rough questions arising between the 
operators and miners, by inserting a clause 
in the agreement stating the commission 
shall be composed of workmen employed 
y the subscribers. 

The attendance at the session today was 
not as large as the day previous. Opera- 
tors from eighty-five rail mines and five 
river mines agreed to take part in the 
convention, which is a larger percentage 
than it Was hoped to get here.

He purchased 
a bottle of strychnine from the Starke Drug 
Company a Week ago, and itis the opinion 
physicians that he drank his fatal draught 
from this. Whether he attempted to mur- 
der his wife, or whether they both de- 
cided to die together, cannot be learned 
owing to the persistent silence of the 
widow.

Mobile, -Ale., July 29, 1 a. m.—(Special.)—At 
7:30 last night Mobile was stirred up by 
one of the foulest murders in the criminal 
history of the city, and as the night prog- 
ressed the excitement became greater until 
at the hour of writing a mob of 5,000 de- 


termined men is assembled outside the city 


jail demanding that the negro assassin be 
turned over to them. 


The victim is Tom Jones, one of the best 


known and highly respected men here, 
credited: with having the mildest disposi- 
tion of any man in the community. He 
was a confederate veteran and belonged to 
many associations. 

For more than thirty-five years he had 
been engaged ip the shipment of oysters 
and was equally as well known and liked 
in western cities where he did business. 

In response to his sister’s call for help 
he left his front gallery, pipe in mouth 
and unapprehensive of violence. He found: 
that a negro named Isaiah Davis had bro- 


mn in through the door of the next resi- - 


dence to his on Cedar street, and after 
pushing past the colored servant had made 
a demonstration toward his sister. 

Jones immediately tackied the intruder, 
who was breaking away for the back of 
the premises, and after a short scuffle 
Davis picked up a cruciform wooden ar- 
rangement which had come off a fence, 
and dealt the old man a terrible blow on 
the left temple with it. The victim sank 
with a broken neck and died instantly. 

Six men rushed into where the negro 
was at bay and secured him after a strug- 
gle. He was tied hand and foot, and from 
the rapidly gathering crowd the cry was 
general, ‘‘Lynch him.”” A patrol wagon 
filled with officers drove up just in the 
nick of time, and a desperate struggle for 
the possession of the prisoner foliowed. The 
law won, securing the right to a trial for 
Davis, if the well-built city prison can 
stand the onslaught, which is meditated. 
Both night and day police forces are on 
duty in the vicinity of the prison. The 
coroner's jury adjourned until today to 
still the tumult outside the courtroom, 
where the inquiry was progressing. 

The whole of the First regiment has been 
ordered out by Mayor Bush, but the men 
will not respond, and there are not 10 
men now in the armory, including officers.

The state- 
ments of nearly every medical expert intro- 
duced by the state was characterized by a 
striking lack of positiveness. The doctors 
seemed chary of making the absolute 
statement that the prisoner was sane. Then 
again nearly all of them admitted the fact 
that Flanagan had strong physical and 
mental symptoms of delusional insanity, 
and not one denied that he was surfering 
from some oOrganie trouble of the brain. 

This uncertain testimony created an im- 
pression the jury that may result in 
either an acquittal or a mistrial. The de- 
fense has proven by several reputable phy- 
sicians that Flanagan has some kind of 
delusional insanity and the state’s experts, 
while denying that he is insane, have not 
said that he was perfectly sane. The judge 
will of course rule that the only question 
to be considered is the one of legal responsi- 
bility, and it will be claimed that there is a 
wide difference between the technical or 
medical insanity and the legal insanity. 

Kimsey and Glenn Clash. 

‘he only sensational incident yesterday 
was a clash between Solicitor Kimsey and 
Colonel Glenn, in which Mr. Kimsey grew 
angry and promptly called down Mr. 
Glenn. 

Mr. Glenn was questioning a witness 
when a bright reply caused some laughter 
at Colonel Glenn’s expense. This made the 
attorney wrathy. He was saying some- 
thing about savages 300 years ago having a 
certain degree of intelligence, and he turned 
around when the laughter began and said 
that the same remark applied to every one 
within the sound of his voice. 

Solicitor Kimsey turned quickly 
sald: 

“Do you apply that remark to me, sir?” 

“No, I do not,’’ was Colonel Glenn's re- 
ply. 

‘*‘Do you apply it to the court?”’ persisted 
Colonel Kimsey. 

‘**] beg pardon, but I did not refer to either 
the court or the state's attorney,” said Mr. 
Glenn. 

“I meant my remark for that red-faced 
brute over there in the corner,” said Colo- 
nel Glenn. 

The evidence will all be tin after a few 
hours this morning. The argumient will be- 
gin this afternoon. Colonel George Glenn 
will open for the defense. A verdict will 
not be had until tomorrow morning. 

Flanagan was left at Decatur again last 
night under a special guard. 

Flanagan was carried from the jail to the 
courthouse at 8:15 o’clock. When Sheriff 
Austin opened the door, The Constitution's 
reporter walked into Flanagan's cell and 
called to the prisoner: 

“Say, get up old man!” Flanagan stirred 
uneasily, but the call had to be twice re- 
peated before the prisoner moved lazily 
and looked around with his sleepy, stupid 
air. He slowly picked up his hat and came 
out of the cell into the corridor. 

One striking fect was Flanagan's aptness 
in making preparations for going to the 
courthouse. He pulled up his sleeves and 
held out his arms for the manacles. He has 
had them put on his wrist so much that 
it is natural for him to assist the sheriff. 
Flanagan's fear of a mob was evidenced 
while being carried out of jail. 

Sheriff Austin led the way downstairs 
and the prisoner followed. He stepped to 
the third step from the top of the filght 
and then clutching his manacled hands to 
the balustrade he looked over behind the 
stairway to see if any one was hidden 
there to do him harm. Then slowly, step 
by step, he went down, always watching 
behind him to see that no evil-disposed per- 
son was there. 

Judge Candler reconvened the court at 
8:20 o’clock. Colonel Glenn was not in 
court, but Judge Candler said he would 
wait for no one, 

The day’s proceedings were started by the 
reading of the record of evidence given 
at the former trial by Miss Gertrude Allen, 
of Greenesboro. : 

Miss Allen told the story of the fatal 
advertisement in The Constitution that led 
to the East End tragedy. The tragedy be- 
gan with the advertisement, which was 
inserted in The Constitution of last year 
as follows: 

“Wanted—A little girl of from eleven to 
twelve years old to care for a little child. 
Good wages paid to the right party.” 

Miss Gertrude and read the advertise- 
ment in The Constitution at Greenesboro. 
She answered the ad and soon received a 
letter from Flanagan. She came to Atlanta 
in answer to the advertisement and was 
Amet at the depot by Flanagan and her 
uncle, George Allen. The prisoner had left 
her at the car line and had told her that 
hs would let her know when his niece came. 
Flanagan had come out to her uncle’s the 
following Sunday and informed her that his 
alleged niece would not come. A Sunday 
later he had bought her a ticket to Greenes- 
boro and had gone down as far as Madison 
with - her. 

The prisoner had tried to induce witness 
to stop with him at Madison, but she re- 
fused. Flanagan had tried to make her 
belleve that he was rich. 

She Answered the “Ad.” 

Mrs. Kerr was put on the stand. She 
swore that she had answered Flanagan’s 
advertisement and had contracted to allow 
her little girl to nurse for his niece. She 
afterwards reconsidered. Flanagan tried 
to get witness to allow him to marry the 
littie girl, Polly. She had refused and the 
prisoner had shown her a picture of a little 
girl whom he said was married to a man 
about thirty-one years old and that no 
bad results had followed. 

Mrs. Pendley and two little girls, Grace 
and Gertrude Preston, next came in court 
together. The three are new features in 
the case. The two little girls are late dis- 
coveries. They were sought after by the 
prisoner. 

(Mrs. Pendley testified that Flanagan 
came into her store on South Boulevard, 
near Elsas & Mays factory, last year and 
had started up a conversation. She said: 

“He told me that he wanted a little girl 
and he asked me if I knew where he could 
find one about eleven or twelve. I told 
him I knew two that might sult him. I 
told him that their names were Grace 
and Gertrude Preston and that he could 
find them in the corner room of the hotel 
factory. He took a. memoranda of the 
names and where he could find them.” 

Mr. J. W. Walker, freight clerk for the 
Southern Express Company, was the next 
witness. 

The prisoner had boarded for four weeks 
at the place where witness was boarding, 
and had always been reserved. Planagan 
would never speak to any one at the board- 
ing house. 

“No, he did not impress me as being 
crazy,’’ sald the witness at the close. 


Another One of His Sweethearts. 
Mattie White, one of Flanagan’s lIittle 
eweetheats, at Austell, next testified. Ghe

said she met the prisoner at Austell and 
that he frequently teased her about sweet- 
hearts. Flanagan had written her an April 
fool. She testified to the same facts as at 
the former trial, Flanagan’s April fool 
was read. It was a gushing epistle. 

Dr. Massey, a physician of Austell, came 
on the stand and told of treating the pris- 
oner during the his stay at Austell. 

Flanagan had always impressed him as 


she was led out Flanagan laid his head being a hypochondriac. Dr. Massey sald: 


“I always thought him to be laboring 
under hallucinations and delusions. He 
seemed depressed and had the blues.” 

Dr. (Massey said he had practiced medi- 
cine for forty years. He had made a thor- 


ough examination of the prisoner. On the | 


lcross-e> amination by Colonel Lewis, Dr. 
Massey admitted his lack of knowledge 
on certain points. 

“Doctor, do you know what paranola is?” 
asked Colonel Lewis. 

“Colonel Lewis, you don’t want me to 
admit my ignorance here in court, do 
you?” replied Dr. Massey. 

“I am after information myself,” replied 
the lawyer, “and I wanted to find out about 
paranola.”’ 

“Well, I confess,” said the doctor, “that 
up to the first trial of this case I had never 
heard of the term paranoia. I understand 
that it describes a certain form of hallu- 
cination, 

“Yes, I know what chronic delusional in- 
sanity {s and hallucinations. I know what 
monomania is. 

“Flanagan seemed to be under the delu- 
sion that no women were virtuous after the 
age of twelve. Prisoner told me that he 
wanted to marry a little girl and raise her 
up right.’’ 

A piece of Flanagan's wierd poetry was 
now read. 


Leila Allen on the Stand. 
At this point there occurred the most 
dramatic feature of the tria!.

&, lirst Saw the defendamt at the fo g:er 
trial in I’ebruary,” said Dr. Ping Kkney. “I 
Wes Summoned here as an expert witness. 
l examined the prisoner with the other 
experts, i think that he was suffering 
Irom organic disease of the bra.n. He 
beeINed to be suffering from chronic delu- 
sional insanity.” 

“What symptoms of insanity did you 
find?” asked Colonel Glenn. 

“Well, we discovered a number of the 
Sympioms known as stagmati. He had ne 
reflex action. There was a lack of reac- 
tion of the pupils of the eye to the light; 
the face Had a tremor; the prisoner had an- 
esthesia of the left arm, or Xisensibiiity to 
pain, scant hair on the face and asym- 
metry of the lace, the two sides being dif- 
ferent.’”’ 

The expert gave a complete explanation 
of the different forms of insanity. He de- 
scribed in a thorough manner the particu- 
lar form of delusional insanity possessed 
by the prisomer.. 

Dr. Pinckney said he thought Flanagan 
was suffering from that form of insanity 
known as paranoia. 

Paranoia was described by 
ney as a chronic menal derangement 
characterized by primary fixed systema- 
tized delusioms, Which dominate but do not 
impair the intellectual processes. 

Flunagan a Degenerate. 

Dr. Pinckney said this form of insan- 
ity usually developed slowly in a person 
of nervous constitution who is predisposed 
to insanity from a hereditary tendency. 
He thought Flanagan Was a degenerate. 
He thought the priscaer has hallucina- 
tions or delusions of persecution. Tne de- 
delusion in paranoia was either one of per- 
secution or grandeur. The doctor thought 
that Fianagan believed that he was being 
persecuted. He thought it perfectiy nat- 
ural that a man of Flanagan's mental coil 
dition ghould jmagine a house to be sur- 
rounded by detectives. He thought Che 
prisoner acted in a naturai Maaner and 
followed his delusion when he shot @vwn 
George Allen amd the two ladies. Tue 
statement made by Flanagan was, in the 
expert’s opinion, the story of Just what @ 
paranoia patient would think and do un-- 
der «a delusion of persecution, 

Dr. Pinckney's description of a paranolac 
was very interesting. He said that a 
paramoiuc was Mielancholy, depressed and 
bypochondriac, always susp.cious of 
friends and thinking that they and his 
family had taken advamiage of him. If a 
paranolac saw two people talking togeth- 
er he imagined that they were plotting 
agminst him. The patients always im- 
agined that they were either very rich or 
that the world had entered into a con- 
Spiracy against them. ‘he delusion infiu- 
enced the patient’s actions, and an act 
like Flanagan’s might be caused by a@ de- 
lusion of persecution. 


Flanagan Pronounced Insane. 

Dr. Pinckney stated positively that he 
thought Flanagan insane and not respon- 
sible for the crime which he had commit- 
ted. 

Dr. B. W. Bizzell was the next expert to 
testify. He Is also a graduate of the New 
Lork College of Physicians and Surgeons. 

He said that he had heard Dr. Pinck- 
ney's testimony and that he agreed with 
what the other expert had said. He men- 
tioned the same symptoms of insanity and 
offered the same reasen for believing that 
the prisoner was crazy. 

Dr. Bizzell was closely cross-examined 
by the prosecution regarding Fianagan’s 
power of appreciation between right and 
wrong. 

He was compelied to admit that Flana- 
gan might be responsible, although he did 
not believe that the prisoner wes responsi- 
ble, 

Dr. J. S. Todd was put on the staand for 
the defense at the beginning of the aefter- 
neon session. 

Dr. Todd made one of the most interest- 
ing witnesses who have yet testified. He 
showed deep learning and progressive 
thought in his testimony. The doctor said 
that he did not feel qualified to pass on 
Flanagan's mental condition, as he had not 
made any examination of the prisoner 
until Tuesday. 

He made highly humorous replies to all 
the close questions The result gleaned 
from his testimony was favorable to the 
prisoner. 

Dr. Pinckney was recalled to explain 
whether a patient with paranoia could 
have such a lucid imterval as Flanagan 
had directly after his crime, when he ex- 
pressed regret for his deed. 

Dr. Pinckney said it was a characteristic 
of the disease for the patients to have in- 
tervals of lucidity; that this clearness of 
mind sometimes advanced so far that a 
patient lauughed at his own delusions. 

Sid Chewing, a young man who saw 
Flanagan on the night of the murder, was 
put up. Mr. Chewing said that Flanagan, 
immediately after the shooting, had asked 
him to keep the other men from doing 
anything rash or harming him. Mr. Chew- 
ing certainly thought Flamagan sane and 
responsible. 


Dr. Pinck-

fense closed and the state reopened in re- 
butital. 

W. H. Christian was the first witness. 

Mr. Christian was a very intelligent 
witness, and the defense failed to make 
anything out of him, although an effort 
was made to mix him. 

The, witness had boarded there, and he 
thought Flanagan sane. He thought Flan- 
agan knew right from wrong. 

Paul Christian, a*brother of the first 
witness, was next. He swore substan 
tially the same as his brother, and said 
he thought Flanagan intelligent and re- 
sponsible for his crime. 

KE. T. Swinney testified as to the tragedy 
at the Allen house. He was present & 
moment after the shooting. He tied Filan- 
agan. The prisoner told witness he killea 
the women because he was drunk. WIt- 
ness told of seeing Flanagan attempting 
to take undue libertfes with Leila Allen 
which the child always resisted and ran 
away. 

Mr. R. O. Ford also testified that he had 
seen Flanagan attempting improper ac: 
tions with Lella. The little girl had 
always sprang away when the prisoner 
caught hold of her. 

W. TB. Harris. a rallroader, and the same 
man who figures as a detective in Flana- 
gan’s statement, next testified. 

He had spent the night at Flanagan’e 
and had slept with Flanagan. He had 
noticed no symptoms of insanity in F!an- 
agan. 

J. BR. Harris followed with his testimony 
He thought the prisoner sane. 

Mr. J. S. Oslin, 
Miss Ruth Slack’s sweetheart, testified 
that he knew Flanagan and thought the 
prisoner had sense enough to distinguish 
right from wrone. 

Sneriff Austin on Flanagan. 

Sheriff Henry C. Austin, of DeKalb coun- 
ty. was the next witness. 

The witness had not known Flanagan 
until the night when he arrested him for 
the killing at Fast Find. Flanagan had 
told him ‘that whisky had brought him to 
the deed: that he had been reared by 
Christian parents. Flanagan was drunk; 
he had thoucht at the time. He found 
$540 and some papers, together with 4a 
box of cartridges im his pockets. The evi- 
dence given by the sheriff was the same 
as at the former trial. 

Ex-Aasistant Jailer Stovall, who was on 
guard at Fulton county jail when Flana- 
gan was carried there on the night of 
the murder, was the next witness. 

Stovall swore that he put the shackles 
on Flanagan and that the prjsoner seemed 
sane. The prisoner had expressed reget 
at the murder. 

Expert Baird Testifies. 

yr. J. B. Baird, the first of the medical 
experts for the state, went on the stand 
at 480 o'clock. 

Dr. \Baird talked intelligently and _ in- 
terestingly of the prisoner's condition. Wit- 
ness safd he had practiced meticine for 
twenty-seven vears. He saw Flanagan 
first #@ the former ‘trial. Had made an 
examination of him at the time. 

Dr. Baird gave full definitions of the 
various terms relating to insanity. He 
said that ‘tthe term parano!ta was not a 
new term, but on the contrary, was a 
word in use fifty years ago that had 
gone almost entirely out of use, but was 
returning to its old place in the medical 
vocabulary. 

Colonel Glenn made repeated objections 
to questions of the state, and the wit- 
ness'’s answers. 

Judge Canéler almost as 
ruled the objections. 

Dr. Baird described the distinction be- 
tween the terms illusion and delusion. He 
said that iiMsions were hallucinations, or 
false perceptions without sound basis. De- 
lusions are false beliefs instead of being 
false perceptions, and a great deal of dif- 
ference exists between the two. 

Illusion might exist in a perfectly sane 
mind. 

Colonel Lewis asked if the prisoner's 
charge against George Allen was not most 
probably based on an illusion that might 
exist in a san mind, instead of a chronic 
delusion. 

Witness thought {t was such an illusion. 

Dr. Baird described the particular form 
of monomania, and reasoning mania that 
applies to this case. His testimony was 
very damaging to the prisoner. The wit- 
ress thought that Flanagan had not acted 
in a way consistent with a patient guffer- 
ing from that form of insanity known as 
paranola, 

Colonel Glenn, who tried to rattle Dr. 
Baird with twisted medical terms at the 
first trial, again essayed to mix the expert. 
But he failed. 

Colonel Glenn arose, and smiling in that 
insinuating way of his, said: 

“Doctor, you’ve studied up on this ques- 
tion since you were here before, haven't 
you?’ 

“IT have had occasion to refer to the subject, 
having had several insanity patients, since 
then,” blandly replied the doctor. 

“Oh, but you've been reading up on it 
right sharply?’ persisted Colonel Glenn. 

“No, not right sharply,’’ replied the doc- 
tor with a Keen emphasis on the “sharply.” 

Dr. Baird said on cross-examination that 
he did not agree that a man suffering from 
a fixed delusion of persecution could have 
flashes of lucidity or intervals of clear 
mind. He did tnink that under a powerful 
shock the symptoms of insanity might for 
a moment be held in abevance. He thought 
a man in the situation in which Flanagan 
claims to have been on the night of the 
murder, might possibly kill some one and 
then realize what he had done even if he 
was under a delusion. 

Dr. Baird said that he had noticed no 
strong physical symptoms of insanity. 
Technicaliy Insane, Says Nicholsoa. 

Dr. Baird left*the stand and Dr. Nicolson

nically insane from the standpoint of the 


mental allenists. 

It was, however, impossible for him to 
see how a man could kill anyone while 
suffering from a delusion and then express 
remorse and sorrow for the deed. 

Dr. Nicolson had noted some symptoms of 
insanity in the prisoner. In answer to the 
question if certain conduct of Flanagan 
was the act of an insane man, the doctor 
thought it a sane act. 

Dr. Nicholson was asked plainly if he 
thought Flanagan acted sanely in going to 
Father Kennedy with the story about 
George Allen and his daughter, Leila. 

“T think it could have been sane,”’ said 
the expert. 

Dr. McDaniel, the county physician of 
Fulton county, testified. He said that he 
had observed physical and mental symp- 
toms of insanity about the prisoner. Dr. 
McDaniel thought the prisoner was sane 
at the time of the murder and was respon- 
sible for the crime, because he could 
distinguish between right and wrong. 

Dr. Green, of Decatur, was placed onthe 
stand. He thought Flanagan had some 
symptoms of insanity, but that he could 
tell the difference between right and wrong. 

Dr. Green thought Flanagan was feigning 
and simulating when he made his state- 
ment, and made such an earnest attack on 
George Allen. 

Dr. Green thought Flanagan was sham- 
ming. 

Dr. Goss assumed the stand for the state. 
Colone!l Glenn asked him if he hadn't 
studied up on paranola. 

“Yes, I have,’’ said the doctor; “I have 
gone back to the Greek dictionary, and 
have read up some.” 

Dr. Gosse was unqeestionably of the be- 
lief that Flanagan had strong symptoms 
of insanity. He had had quite a number of 
cases of delusional insanity in his care. He 
thought: the prisoner responsible. 

Colonel Glenn mentioned a symptom 
which he himself had, and Dr. Gosse said: 
“Well, you’re in danger of the asylum.” 
Dr. Goss entered into the details of 
symptoms of Flanagan, and said the pris- 

oner Was sane. 
Flanagan's Affidavit Put In. 

The prosecution here sprung a surprise 
in the shape of evidence to prove 
Flanagan’s sanity. 

It was an affidavit from Flanagan esking 
for a continuance of his case on account 
of Colonel Glenn’s illness. The affidavit 
was one presented at the time when the 
case was last continued. It was intelligent 
and showed a sane frame of mind. 

The court adjourned at 6:30 until 8:30 
o'clock this morning. 


FLANAGAN’S LOVE STORY. 


It Is Reported That Stovall Owns No 
Brick Store. 

Athens, Ala., July 28.—(Special.)—In the 
report of the E. C. Flanagan trial at De- 
catur, Ga., in today’s Constitution it is 
said that Flanagan claims to have had a 
love affair at Bethel, a small place about 
twenty miles north of here. 

He claims to have been engaged in build- 
ing a brick storehouse for one Stovall, 
with whose daughter he claims to have 
been desperately in love, a few years s'nce. 

Your correspondent has it from W. B. 
Vaughan, one of the wealthiest and most 
prominent citizens of this county, who 
has vistted Bethel every year since 1869, 
that there has never during that time 
been a brick storehouse in Bethel, nor amy 
family by the name of Stovall. 

Hiwever, there is a family living about 
ten miles from Bethel by that name, but 
they are neither wealthy nor prominent. 
The above statement is well authenticated

Colored Baptist Congregation Witnesses 
a Tragedy. 


DEACON PATTERSON KILLED | 


He Had Jumped Over Pulpit Railing 
and Struck Parson Stokes.

George Pritchett, of Opposing Faction, 
Thought To Have Fired the Fatal 
Shot—Severa! Arrests. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 28.—(Special.)— 
A startling murder was committed in the 
pulpit of the Dexter avenue colored Bap- 
tist church here today, Deacon P. H. 
Patterson, colored, editor of a negro news- 
paper here, being the George 
Pritchett, another deacon, is in jail charged 
with the crime. The chureh was crowded 
at the time of the tmagedy, and a general 
row was narrowly averted. 

The killing appears to have heen the 
gequel to a factional dissension In the 
church of about six months’ duration. 
The. cclored .First Baptist congregation 
here is said to be the largest in the south. 
A. J. Stokes, an exceptionally intelligent 
negro, is pastor. 

Shortiw afterwards charges of Infidelity 
were preferred against Rev. J. T. Brcwn, 
pestor of the Dexter avenue colored Bap- 
church, of which Patterson was a 
high ranking member. The factions oe- 
casioned by the Stokes controversy 
ed again over this new bone of contention. 
Brown was, after numerous stormy meet- 
ings had been held, fired from the church. 
About a hundred members of his congre- 
gation, however, went with him and or- 
ganized a new congregation known as the 
People’s Baptist church. 

Today there assembied here in the Dexter 
avenue church a meeting of delegates from 
the various colored Baptist churches of 
the state to devise wavs and means 
to raise revenue for a state school at Selma. 
Brown’s church was represented bv a dele- 
gation, but when they Knocked for entrance 
the anti-Prown faction’s delegates demur- 
red forcibly. The discussion waxed very 
warm. Parson Stokes was speaking when 
Patterson interrupted him with some {iII- 
timed suggestion. TOOK oceusion to 
remark that Patterson was unworthy of 
notice. At this Patterson jumped over the 
pulpit railing and struck Stokes. At this 
juncture a pistol shot rang out, and Pat- 
fell dead with a pistel bali in his 
temple. An immense commotion en- 
sued. In the excitement the murderer es- 
caped. There was ai first doubt as to his 
identity, but it was finally established that 
the slayer was Pritchett. Search- 
ing parties were established and about 
three hours after the crime was committed 
Pritchett was captured about three 
miles from town. He is now in jail here. 
One of the negroes who brought Pritchett 
in Says the prisoner confessed to having 
shot Patterson, but insisted that he dia 
not intend to kill him. He declines, 
however, to make any statement since be 
ine confined in jail. 

Parsons Stokes 
rested this afternoon, and wi" be 
jail awaiting the Investigation. 

At midnight tonight the town is as quiet 
as usual, and all fears of further trouble 
on account of today’s tragedy have van- 
shed. ;

Baltimore, July 28.—Harmony prevailed 
at the democratic state convention here to- 
day, and it was clearly demonstrated that 
United States Senator Gorman sfiTl has his 
hand on the lever that controls the move- 
ments of the organization. 

The etindidates nominated by the conven- 
tion were selected by him, and the resolu- 
tions adopted were of his inspiration. As 
chairman of the committee on resolutions, 
he read the platform and read it in such 
a way as fo indicate that he knew it almost 
without looking at it. 

At his wiggestion one. of the candidates 
for comptroller withdrew when his nomi- 
nation seemed assured, and another was 
taken up by the convention, and at his 
request both gold and silver men waived 
their convictions for the onee and voted 
to adopt a platform that declares for bi- 
metallism, but is silent as to the vital ques- 
tion of ‘‘ratio.’’ 

The platform declares that the funda- 
mental principles of democracy remain un- 
changed; that the democracy of Maryland 
belleves now, and has always believed in 
“honest money, the gold and silver money 
of the constitution and the coinage of both 
metals without discrimination against eith- 
er, into standard dollars of final payment 
and redemption,’ and asserts that the de- 
mand of more than six and one-half mil- 
lions of democratic voters foreed President 
McKinley and a republican congress to 
send a commission abroad to negotiate with 
European countries for the restoration of 
bimetallism. 

The Dingley tariff law is termed a more 
odious measure than the McKinley act of 
1890, and it is asserted that it will be more 
signally condemned in 1898 than was the 
McKinley act in*1892. 

A demand is made that the United States 
government take such action as will amelio- 
rate the atrocities now being committed in 
Cuba and to fully protect every American 
citigen there in the enjoyment of his life 
and property.

POPULISTS MEET IN VIRGINIA. 


Permanent Organization Had, but No 
State Officers Nominated. 
Roanoke, Va., July 28.—Shortly after noon 
today the state convention of the populist 
party of Virginia convened in the opera 
house here. The convention was called to 
order by J. Haskin Hobson, state chair- 
man, and at their request, Rev. G. L. 
M. Miller, pastor of St. Mark’s Luthran 
church ,of this city, opened the convention 
with prayer. About 150 delegates and vis- 

itors were in the hall. 

Edmund R. Cocke, of Cumberland, was 
made temporary chairman, and H. A. Mul- 
ler, of Henrico, t@émporary secretary. 

At 4 o’clock Temporary Chairman Cocke 
called the convention to order. The com- 
mittee on credentials reported seventy- 
seven delegates entitled to seats. The 
committee on permanent organization made 
the following report, which was adopted: 

Permanent chairman, General James G. 
Field; permanent secretary, H. A. Muller, 
and assistant secretary, W. H. Tinsley. 

Chairman Fields made an address in 
which he eulogized Bryan and Daniel, af- 
ter which an adjournment was taken until 
$ p. m. 

At 8 o'clock the committee on platform 
was not ready to report. J. H. Hobson was 
re-elected state chairman. 

At 9:30 o’clock the chairman of the ¢om- 
mittee on platform presented the report. 

The platform Indorses the national plat- 
form adopted at St. Louis In 1896, inveighs 
against the use of money in elections and 
moneyed and corporate influencés over the 
action of legislatures, courts and executive 
officers af the national and state govern- 
ments; demands a greater volume and flex- 
ibility in currency; favors the running of 
free schools at least elght months in the 
year out of the present revenues of the 
state and salartes sufficient to command 
competent teachers. ; 

The report was unanimously adopted 
amid great enthusiasm. Edmund Cocke 
and R. V. Gaines, were placed in nomina- 
tion for Heutenant governor. The conven- 
tion was considered divided, and at 10:15 
o’clock ®& motion to adjourn until 10 a. m. 
tomorrow prevailed. The impression seems 
to be that the nomination for governor will 
be tendered to J. H. Tyler.

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Indiana Miners’ Strike. 

Instead of decreasing with the prog- 
ress of republican legislation the num- 
ber of strikers throughout the country 
seems to be steadily increasing. The 
latest developments fn the situation 
come from Indiana, where 8,000 miners

Several days ago a special commis- 
sion was appointed by the governor of 
that state to visit the various Indiana 
coal fields and inguire into the condition 
ofthe miners. After making a thorough 
investigation of the matter, the com- 
mission has filed its report with the 
governor, showing that wide-spread suf- 
fering.prevails in the mining districts 
of the state and that some urgent meas- 
ure of relief is demanded.

A gieat many Georgians and some Ten- 
ncesseeans remember a man named Gold- 
mann, who, a few years ago, was interested 
in some iron industry at Macon. Later, he 
engaged in the manufacture of brick in 
Chattanooga but was cleaned out and went 
cif broke. 

A gentleman who knows him well says 
that Goldmann is now in Jersey City and 
Owns the largest cream of tartar establish- 
ment in America. Creom of tartar is the 
esventiul ingredient of baking powders. 
Goldmann is a first-class chemist. lie 
graduated at Freiburg university, Germany, 
and when he went broke on the manufac- 
ture of brick, it occurred to him that the 
manufacture of cream of tartar offered an 
inviting field. 

Probably very few people know how the 
base of baking powders is obtained. The 
story is interesting. Cream of tartar comes 
from tiny crystals which are deposi*ed on 
the sides of wine vats and from the lees. 
About every five years the great vats in 
the European wine cellars are cleaned out. 
The crystals are carefully scraped from 
the sides and are kept to themselves. Then 
the lees are removed and Kept separate, 


The crystals run from 85 to 9) per cent pure’ 


cream of tartar, while the lees contain the 
same thing, running from nothing to 35 per 
cent. The crystals and the lees are shipped 
to this country and are treated differently. 
They have to be washed over and over, 
dissolved and precipitated and washed 
again two or three times and tnally 
ground. When the cream of tartar is ready 
for the market it is 99.9 per cent pure. 

This is the only source of supply for the 
workl's cream of tartar. As the world con- 
Sumes large quantities of it, the extent of 
the wine industry in Europe can be im- 
agined. California furnishes some of the 
crude article which is shipped across the 
continent, purified and then shipped back. 
It brings about 20 cents a pound or 0 a 
ton. The Ohio wine growers have had ex- 
periments made with the scrapings from 
thelr vats but with poor success. The 
trouble seems to be in the soll. In Switzer- 
land the lees are dried and burned and the 
potash is spread on the ground around the 
vines to restore the properties whicn the 
vines have drawn from the soll. 

Goldmann, the former Georgian, makes 
about all the cream of tartar sold in this 
country. There are two other manufactur- 
ing plants, but they are owned by = the 
baking powder manufacturers and none 
of their product goes to the market. 


A. EB. Wallace, an old miner who bas 
come to Georgia from the west, told yes- 
terday a story of a sharper who beat a 
smehing firm once outin Utah. Some of the 
mining men had been telling yarns about 
salting mines, 

“IT was connected with a smelter once 
which was managed by a shrewd eet of 
men, but they had one experlenee which 
taught them to be more careful. Their 
sampling room was adjcining their assay 
office, Customers could go into the samp- 
ling room and see their ore quartered. 
The owner took one part and the smelter 
took another part for assaying. One Sat- 
urday an Irishman shipped in several car- 
loads of ore. It was sampled and the own- 
er got his parts. The parts which were 
to be assayed by the gompany were taken 
into the assay office and placed on a table 
near a window and left until Monday, as 
it was too late to begin the assay that 
day. Some time between Saturday night 
and Monday morning the owner of the ore 
went to the building, ceached through a 
broken pane of glass and sprinkled chloride 
of gold and chloride of silver on his s6am- 
The assays were made on Monday 
and the samples ran high in both gold and 
silver. The Irishman was paid for his cars 
of ore on these aif‘ays as is the custom, 
and as soon as he got his money he left, 
saying that he would ship ore regularly 
and rapidly to the smelter. 

When his ore was run through the smel- 
ter it was found to be a low erade. An 
investigation was made and the method of 
the swindler was discovered. Of course, 
he never came back and was never heard 
of again in that country.”

MANY RICH MINES WERE VISITED 


The Ex-Mayor Says He Handled a 
$10,000 Gold Brick Which Was 
Not of the Common Kind. 


ne 


Ex-Mayor Porter King has returned to 
the city after an absence of several weeks, 
during which he visited Niagara Falls, Du- 
luth, St. Paul, Minneapolis, Omaha apd 
Deadwood. 

Having become acquainted during’ the 
exposition with many of the leading mem- 
bers of the American Institute of Mining 
Engineers, he became an associate meim- 
ber of the institute and decided to take 
a summer vacation this year with his 
family, going upon their annual trip with 
them. 

About Seventy-five strong, gentlemen and 
ladies, the party started from Buffalo, N. 
Y., after visiting Niagara Falls, upon thelr 
trip to the Lake Superior iron region, 
through the great lakes, Erie, Huron and 
euperior. Dw. David T. Day, chief of the 
department of minealogy of the United 
States geological survey, was in charge 
of the trip, and the pians were so welf 
laid that there was no hitch anywhere, and 
the whole pregramme was carried out 
Without a flaw. 

There were several anthracite coal barons 
With the party, besides such distinguish- 
ed gentlemen as Professor Remsen, who 
is the chief of the department of chemistry 
at Johns Hopkins urlversity; Dr. Z. VY. 
Sowers, of Washington; Mr. Charles Kirch- 
hoff, editor of The Iron Age, of New York, 
and many of the forémost mining engineers 
of thw country. 

“The trip across the lakes was particu- 
larly enjoyable,” said ‘Mr. King yester- 
day, “and stops were made at Cleveland, 
where We saw Euclid avenue, a most beau- 
tiful street, and the homes of Minister 
Hays, Rockefeller and others were shown 
us; and we also stopped off at Detroit and 
Mackinac. The latter is a very attractive 
place, and ita charms as a summer re- 
sort are indeed difficult to surpass. 

“At Houghton, on the northern shore of 
Michigan, we were met by a large delega- 
tion of eltizens, headed by the lieutenant 
governor, Hon. Thomas B. Dunston, and 
for two days were most hospitably en- 
tertalned, being shown the various copper 
mines and industries there. 

“At Duluth we were taken itn charge by 
Mr. Olcott, chief representative of the 
Rockefeller interests in that section, and 
by Mr. Bacon, president of the Minnesota 
Mining Company, together with others of 
their committee, especially Mr. Cotton, an 
attorney, whose name first won over a 
man from Georgia, and who proved worthy 
of his namé. For two days we were shown 
through the Mesaba iron range. 

“Duluth we found te be a pleasant and 
nice city and ‘ts people very hospitable and 
kind. We saw one floue mill which we 
were told turned out 6,000 barrels of flour 
per day, and 6ome of the largest sawmill 
plants in the United States are there. 

“Over half of the party turned back 
at Duluth, my wife and children among 
the number. 

“Dr. Day having left us also at Duluth, 
Mr. Theodore Dwight, an electrical engli- 
neer of New York, took charge of the par- 
ty, and his management was beyond crili- 
cism. The railroads and steamboat peopie 
were very kind, especially the Northwest- 
ern Rallroad Company, and we had a large 
sieceper which carried us without change 
through to Dendwood. 

“At Omaha we saw large smelting and 
refining works for the precious metais, and 
I handled genuine gold bricks worth $10,000 
apiece. 

“The country around Omaha and in Iowa 
was the prettlest country we saw, and to 
corn growing and gathered there seemed 
to be no end. Much of last year’s corn crop 
is still on hand, the cribs are full and run 
mang over. 

“At Rapid City, where Dr. V.:°T. McGilli- 
cuddy is the mayor, who, by the way, 
came all the way to Duluth for us, we 
were again most kindly received and cared 
for, and there we were shown our first 
canyons, and had an opportunity to fish 
for mountain trout. We actually caught 
some, and then with being shown through 
the school of mines there and having ex- 
plained to us the different processes of gold 
ane we were ready to go on to the Black 
lills. 

“At Deadwood, we saw the Homestake 
mines, largely owned by Mr. Hurst, the 
widow of Senator Hurst, of California; the 
Golden Reward mines and others, and 
were told of or saw the Holy Terror prop- 


erties, Deadwood Gulch, Rubicon Gulch, 
Squaw Creek, Two-Bit Gulch, Zephyr 
canyon, Spear Fish canyon, etc. I was dis- 


appointed in the specimens of gold ore, for 
I expected to get numbers of samples of 
the pretty whjte quartz rocks, with gold 
flecks glittering in it, but alas! 

‘Returning we stopped a day or two at 
Hot Springs, South Dakota, claimed to be 
very beneficial for rheumatic and other 
similar troubles, and while there visited 
MinneKatah falls and Wind cave

SHOWS DECREASE IN RECEIPTS 


Internal Revenue Commissioner Has 
Report Ready. 


WHAT WE HAVE CONSUMED 


Increase in Whisky and Cigarette, De- 
crease in Beer—Where Largest 
Collections Were Made. 


Washington, July 28.—The preliminary re- 
port of the commissioner of internal reve- 
nue for the year ended June 20, 1897, shows 
that the total receipts during that period 
were $146,619,5098, a decrease as compared 
with the previous year off $211,106. The re- 
ceipts from the several sources of revenue 
with the increase or decrease as compared 
with the fiscal year 1896 are stated as fol- 
lows: 

Spirits, $82,008,558; increase, $1,338,487. To- 
bacco, $30,710,297; decrease $1,331. Feument- 
ed liquors. $32,472,162; decrease, $1,312,073. 
Oleomargarine, $1,034,129; decrease, $185,302. 
Filled cheese, $18,992, (law not in force in 
1896). Miscellaneous, $357,283; decrease, $69,- 
829. Banks and bankers, $55, decrease, $9. 

The amount of withdrawals for consump- 
tion during the last year is given as fol- 
lows: 

Fruit brandy, 1,146,131 gallons; decrease, 
294,679. Whisky, 68,833,245 gallons; increase, 
1,793,235.

DRANK A QUART OF WHISKY 


A Negro Nearly Commits Suicide with 
‘Whisky. 


HE RAVED LIKE A MANIAC 


Salcocnkeeper Who Furnished the 
Whisky Is Arrested—How the 


Negro Drank the Quart. 


A negro walked into a sainon on Decatur 
street and tried to immortalize him-eelf by 
drinking a whole quart of whisky at cne 
time yesterday afternoon. Hie accomplish- 
ed the feat, but for the exertions of Dr. J. 
W. Hurt, city physician, he would have had 
the glory of success landed in an obituary. 
The negro’s name could net be learned, as 
he was raving mad. The negro when he 
entered the saloon asked for whisky and 
the bartender sold him a pint. The negro 
drank this and asked for another pint. 
Seeing that he really iniended to drink the 
whisky, the saloon keeper made an effort tuo 
take the last bottle from him, but the negro 
clung to it, and in a few seconds had swal- 
lowed the entire quart. A police officer was 
sent for and wen Patrolman Coker ar- 
rived he found the negro nearly uncon- 
scious.. With heln, he succeeded in getting 
the man to the barracks. It was no easy 
task, for the negro began to rave, and he 
fought those who had hold of him every 
step of the way from the saloon to the 
station. 


He Came Near Dying 


At the barracks he grew more turbulent, 


and it required five or six officers to place | 


him in a cell. 

City Physician Hurt was immediately 
sent for, and he found the negro apparently 
dying. For two or three hours he was 
worked with just as if he had been poison- 
ed, and about 9 o’clock the doctor pro- 
nounced him out of danger. 

“It is a wonder to me he didn’t die,” said 
Dr. Hurt, “and if I had not arrived when 
I did he would have certainly been killed 
from the dose of Decatur street whisky he 
imbibed.’ 

Saloonkeeper Arrested. 

Acting Captain John Abbott investigated 
the case last night, and after learning all 
the facts, he held a consultation with the 
city attorney and decided to arrest the 
saloon keeper who furnished the negro with 
the whisky. 

The saloon keeper is F. C. South, and his 
place is No. 159 Decatur street. South made 
the following statement to Captain Abbott: 

“Wo were cleaning out an old whisky 

barrel and the negro came in and asked for 
a pint. It was the very best whisky in the 
house. The fellow drank the pint at one 
swallow and then asked for another pint. 
We gave it to him. He paid for both 
pints. When I saw that the man really 
intended to drink the whole quart at once 
I tried to stop him, but could not do so. 
He swallowed the entire contents of the 
two pint bottles.” 
South, who was served with a copy of 
charges, will be tried in the police court 
this afternoon at half-past 2 o’clock for 
“disorderly conduct.”

His action in the Ryder case 
will cover the lynching of Oscar Williams 
at Griffin, end it is probable that he will 
offer a very substantial reward for the ap- 
prehension of the guilty parties. The Grif- 
fin case has not been brought before him 
officially, but the governor says that such 
= matter does not need to be called offi- 
cially to his attention. He will treat the 
Williams lynching exactly as he does that 
of Dr. Ryder. 

Outside of all these things, the.governor 
will have a very busy week anyway. 
Tomorrow will be occupied by important 
business at the executive offices at the 
capitol On Friday he has an engagement 
to make a speech at Riverdale, Clayton 
county, and is scheduled to deliver another 
one at the Gainesville chautauqua on Sat- 
urday.

This question has been definitely settled 
by resident Mchinley, who has promul- 
geied (he Lloilowing important amendment 
iv Civil Service rule No, li: 

“NO Teinovai shall ve made from any 
position Subject Lo COMpelillVe examination 
except fur just Cause aod UWpun wriltea 
charges fied with the head of the depart- 
ment or otner appointing oOillicer, and of 
Which the accused! shai have full notice 
and an opportunity to make defense.’’ 

lie also amended rule lil so as io include 
Within the classried service the empioyees 
ot ail Custom house Officers, without regard 
to the number of employees. Hitherto the 
classification embraced custom offices where 
the number of employees Was five or 
more. This also brings into classified ser- 
viee sgixty-live hitherto unclassiiied offices. 
The president has amended rule No. 6, mak- 
ing exceptions to examinations, so as to 
read as follows: 

Custom House Service. 

“Custom House Service One cashier in 
each customs district, one chief or principal 
deputy or assistant collector in each cus- 
toms district, one principal dPputy collec- 
tor-at each sub-port or station. 

“Internal Revenue Service—One employee 
in each internal revenue district, who shall 
act as cashier or chief deputy, or assistant 
collector, as may be determined by the 
treasury -Gepartment; one deputy collector 
in each internal revenue district where the 
number of employees in the office of the 
collector exceeds four: one deputy collector 
in each stamp (or branch office).” 

Appointments to the positions named: in 
this rule in the custom house service and 
the internal revenue service shall be sub- 
ject to an examination, to be prescribed 


by the secretary of the treasury, not dis-. 


approved by the commission, equal to the 
examination held by the commission for 
positions of like grade. Such examinations 
shall be conducted by the commission in 
accordance with its regulations. 

The plan of the extension, which was 
forrmuleted by Secretary Gage and Assist- 
ant Secretary Vanderlip, has the unquali!- 
fied and hearty indorsement of the civil 
service commission, who earnestly recor- 
mend to the president its approval.

The late dectsion in the DeKalb case has 
established a precedent on that question 
which shows that unless some great influ- 
enee is brought ito bear on the representa- 
tives they will pass an act giving the new 
courthouse which is to be erected to Stone 
Mountain. 

The money for this structure, which wih 
be one of the handsomest in the state 
and built of Stone Mountain granite, is. in 
the hands of the county treasurer, and at 
the command of Ordinary Ragsdale. 

As soon as the question is decided by 
the legislature this new courthouse will 
go up, and that will preclude the poszibil- 
ity of another election to change the site 
again. The people of Stone Mountain claim 
to be nearer the center of population and 
of the county, thereby being more easily 
reached by the people of the county who 
have business with the officers of the ecoun- 
ty. They say that ito erect a new court- 
house they have all the matesial on the 
ground, being in a few hundred yards of 
the Stone Mountain rock quarries. 

The ground for the location of the new 
building has been already donated and, 
Venable Brothers have promised to give 
all the rock necessary for the erection of 
the handsomest courthouse in the state. 

This means much for the welfare of the 
county treasu and many people favor 
Stone Mountain on this account. 

The Decatur people are prolific in their 
reasons and arguments for a non-removal. 
They claim that to move the courthouse 
means the construction of a new jail, which 
will amount to more, owing to a recent de- 
falcation, that the county is able to pay.

REBUILDING ON OLD WALLS 


Mr. Cunningham Repairing Damages 
Done to His Building. 


THE OUTER WALLS ARE SAFE 


And Instead of Tearing Them Down 
He Will Build on Them 
Again. 


The owners of the bullding on the corner 
of Forsyth and Alabama streets, which 
was burned about two months ago, began 
yesterday to rebuild the structure. Tne 
contract has been let, and within thirty 
days tenants will be in the new building. 

Mr, T. J. Cunninghom, of Savannah, the 
owner of the building, was contemplating 
erecting a large warehouse. After the 
examination of the two standing walls it 
was decided that they were perfectly safe 
and would support a roof for many 
years. 

Mr. W. T. Downing, the architect, drew 
plans for the inner wall that was com- 
pletely burned down. The specifications 
were made public and the bid of Mr. 8. 
KH. Murphey, of this city, was accepted. 
He will have the building ready for ten- 
ants within a month. 

Owlng to the location of the site and 
the location of the railroad tracks in 
the rear of the building, it will be leased 
to Wholesale merchants and used as a 
warehouse. 

The work of removing the debris is 
going on, and within the week the build- 
ing will be weady for the construction of 
the center walis. A flat tin root will be 
placed over the walls, making the building 
two stories above the Alabama street side 
and three from the rallroad. 

The two outer walls are remarkably well 
preserved. Little work will have to be 
done before the new structure will go up. 
Several of the old tenants will move in as 
s00n as it is completed. 


TWO STORIES TO COME DOWN 


Upper Stories of James Bank Building 
Condemned. 


ee 
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TO BE TAKEN DOWN AT ONCE 


They Will Not Be Replaced, but the 
Building Will Remain Three 
Stories High. 


Two stories of the historic James builld- 
ing, on the corner of Whitehall and Alaba- 
ma streets, will be torn down. Yesterday 
that portion of the. structure was con- 
demned by the inspector and this morn- 
ing the workmen will begin from the top 
and tear down the two .op stories. 

The Alabama street wail was condemned 
last week and men were put to work at 
once tearing it down. It is now nearly 
completed. Building Inspector Pittman 
made an examination of the two upper 
stories yesterday and sald that they would 
have to come down also. 

The tenants were immediately notified 
and ordered to vacate before this morning. 
This they have succeeded in doing and the 
bricks will begin to fall today. Mr. James 
said yesterday that he did not intend to 
add to the building, but place a roof on 
the three remaining stories and leave it. 
The building is now five stories tall. 

When the foundation for this old struct- 
ure was placed it was for only three sto- 
ries. ‘The two condemned flcors have since 
been added to the original structure and 
it is wonderful that the building has not 
fallen. 

It was at first thought the entire builld- 
ing would be condemned, Dut the inspector 
made a careful examination of the founda- 
tion and stated that with only three sto- 
ries it would be perfectly sale. 

The work that is now being done on the 
side walls will soon be completed. With 
the overhauling of the entire building and 
the repairing of the front, the old structure 
will be made to look new. 

Has Met with Frequent Disaster. 

Many disasters have visited the old 
James building. This corner is one of the 
landmarks of old Atiania. During the war 
the front of a three story building that 
was fhen standing there was shot away by 
a shell.

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CROPS ARE IN GOOD SHAPE 


— 


PEACHES AND MELONS ARE FEW 


There Have Been Good Rains, How- 
ever, and the Outlook Is 


Encouraging, 


J. B. Marbury, of the local weather bu- 
reau, has issued his regular crop bulletin 
for the week ending July 2th. The reports 
show the crops of the state to be in good 
condition, and the outlook for the farmers 
is good. 

The bulletin says: 

F¥cept in a few counties In the south- 


ern portion of the state, the weather con-\ 


ditions have been most favorable to the 
farming interests. Good soaking rains have 
Given additional life and Vigor to corn 
cotton and other growing crops. The 
Pulling of fodder js now Seneral and cot- 
ton is being laid by. Thére is a complaint 
of rust on cotton in some localities, but 
aS a@ rule the crop is growing nicely, is 
fruiting well, and in a few counties in the 
southern portion of the state has com- 
menced to open. Thea sweet potatoes have 
done remarkably well; the fields are now 
covered. by the rapidly Spreading vines. 
A marked improvement ig reported in su- 
gar cane and rice, although the stands 
of neither are good. Late gardens are do- 
ing well. Pastures are very good and stock 
is in good condition. On the whole the out- 
look is now very encouraging. The melon 
and fruit crops are poor. Peaches are al- 
complete failure, and apples Are 
not;good. Some pears are being shipped 
but the fruit is small and inferior, 


Northern Division. 


Throughout the northern counties the 
week has been most favorable to all 
growing crops. There has been plenty of 
rain and sunshine and the temperature has 
been abeut normal, and as a result crops 
of all Kinds are much improved and do- 
ing well. Most of the cotton crop has 
been laid by in good condition. The soil 
is clean and free from foreign vegetation, 
So that the plant can now grow unhinder- 
ed. With favorable weather cotton will 
Soon be up to its usual size at this sea- 
son. It is fruiting finely as a rule. There 
are no complainis of lice or cust in this 
division of the state this week and the 
general outlook is very bright. Corn is of 
an excellent condition. It is now of a 
healthy green color and growing rapidly. 
A good yield is almost assured. A decided 
improvement is noted in late gardens. A 
good many farmers have been sowing tur- 
nip seed during the week, and the acreage 
agevoted to this crop is large. Pastures 
have improved very much and now afford 
fine grazing for stock. Sweet potatoes have 
been much benefited by the recent raine; 
and the vines are spreading and growing 
nicely. In some sections of Hal] county 
lands were badly washed and crops dam- 
aged by heavy rains on the 19th. Water- 
melons aré still being shipped, but are 
rather rough and smail. Peaches continue 
to rot so that the crop is almost a total 


failure. 
Middle Division. 
bout normal temperature, good soaking 
rains and plenty of warm sunshine have 
been the characteristic features of the 
week in most of the counties of the middle 
division of the state. Corn is In very good 
condition as a general thing: the early 
crop hag been laid by and fodder pulling 
i$ now in progress. It ig a little too wet 
for corn in bottom lands, and weeds have 
Erown rapidly. Cotton is krowing nicely in 
most counties and taking on fruit. Manv 
farmers are busy now laying by this crop. 
There are complaintS of rust and “black 
rot’ in cotton in portions of Chattahoo- 
chee county. Sweet potatoes are doing as 
well as it is possible for them to do. The 
rains have been most favorablet o them 
and the vines have ‘grown and spread 
rapidly. As a rule watermelons are poor 
in quality and the crop is considerably 
shorter than usual, Pastures ara improving 
and in excellent condition. Sugar cane has 
continued to improv. during the week. and 
is now looking very well, though the stand 
is not good. Farmers aro busy sowing 
turnip’ seed and a large crop will be 
sown. The fruit crop is very poor. Peaches 
are about a complete failure In many 
counties. Late vegetables ara coming on 
nicely. Blackberries about rone, Apples 
are not at all good; the green frult is 
rotting at the core. 
Southern Division. 

Throughout this section of the etate the 
weather conditions during the week have 
been rather varied. Some counties have 
had good rains, others scattered and light 
showers, while tn a few counties crops are 
suffering for want of moisture. Corn is 
all lafd by and farmers are now pulling 
fodder. Good showers on the 2Zist enabled 
farmere to plant lata tobacco. While re- 
ports as to the condition of the cotton 
crop ara less favorable from this division 
than either of the others, they show that 
some improvement has been made and 
that the general condition is good. It is 
fruiting and in some sections has begun to 
open. There are some complaints 
in a few counties. Rice is doing very nicely 
and promises a good yield. Sugar cane 
while the stand {s poor, has made eon- 
Siderabla growth during the week. Sweet 
potatoes are doing well, exeept in a few 
localities where rain Is needed. Some slips 
set during the past week. Cotton on pine 
lands sfows some signs of rust. Pears 
are being shipped, but the fruit {sg not at 
all good and is unusually small. The 
peach crop is a failure as a general thing. 
Field and ground peas are doing well.
